The “‘Whak” was 
unusually fond of explorations among the 
rugged, snow-<lad peuks of the jungied 
mountains. He was a man of fine physique, 
proportionately built, an eagle eye aud a 
clear-cut American profile. His heir and 
beard were as biackas the reven’s beak, and 
he always wore a juxuriant growth of both; 
is beard, at twenty-three, reached his 
well-filled bhunting-belt, and I huve often 
seen him, says the correspondent, tie on 
his sombrero with his mustache. Hehada 
sparsuie of humor about him, and his com 
manding person, bold, daring and aggres 
sive make-up made hima general favorite 
in camp.

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Destruction of Our Forests. 


Now that the noble natural for- 
ests of the country in many sec- 
tions are being given up to ruthless 
destruction by fire, either through 
mercenary or wanton motives or 
by reason of pure carelessness and 
cussedness, says the Oakland 
Times, it is time for the American 
people to take a leaf out of the 
history of older communities and 
from peoples whom we are far too 
apt to look down on as unworthy 
to read us economic lessons. 

Murat Halstead, on his return 
from Europe, addresses some de- 
sultory yet interesting remarks to 
the readers of the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Gazette. He combats 
with frankness and energy the 
idea that Americans have nothing 
to learn from Europe. On the 
conirary, he contends there is 
much for an American to gain by 
foreign travel, and cites one lesson 
to be learned which, if heeded, can 
be made most useful at the present 
writing; that is “the extent of the 
protection of forests by the au- 
thorities in Germany.” He shows 
that it requires three official per- 
mits in that country to fella tree; 
that provisions are made for the 
careful preservation of the soil by 
the cultivation of grasses, and also 


of streams by lining them with | 


trees which thrive by the water: 
for the neutralization of land-

Pay the Penally by Hanging in 
New York City. 
By Associated Pi ess. | 


New York, August 23.—Four mur- 
derers of women-— Patrick Packen- 
ham, Jack Lewis (colored), James 
Nolan and Ferdinand Carolin—were 
hanged this morning. Peckenham 
and Nolan were hanged on the Frank- 
lin street side. The drop fell at 6:55 
o’clock, and eight minutes later Lewis 
and Carolin were hanged from the 
scaffold on the Leonard street side. 

Sheriff Flack and Under Sheriff 
Sexton entered the prison at 6:35, fol- 
lowed by twenty deputies, all in black 
clothes and wearing silk hats. Each 
official wore his badge of office and 
carried a staff. They marched into 
the corridor, ten of them taking their 
places at the Leonard street side and 
the others at the Franklin street wall. 

The first jury of twelve men, all 
| bewspaper men, entered the prison 
yard, and two minutes later the sec- 
ond set of jurors filed in and marched 
to their places. 

The last rites of the church were ad- 
ininistered to Peckenham and Nolan, 
and at 6:40 they emerged from the 
jail, accompanied by three priests. 
The arms of the condemned men were 
pinioned and over the shoulder of each 
hung the black cap. 

Peckenham’s face was of a ghastly 
palor, but his step was firm and he 

looked unflinchingly into the faces 
| pround him. Nolan hardly appeared 
\to realize his position. There was a 
half-defient look on his countance.

_\wurther Testimony Refore the 


Committee at Carsen. 
The Irrigation Committee reassem- 


| bled at 3:30 yesterday afternoon and 
4 | was over four hours late. 


elicited the following facts: 

Mr. Nicholl from .Nye county pre- 
sented his report as youeted in the 
GAZETTE. 

James Mayberry was called and said 
that there was not enongh water in the 
river to irrigate what land we had 
under cultivation now. He estimates 
the number of acres of unclaimed 
land susceptable of irrigation from the 
Ti uckee, to be 150,000 acres. Mr. May- 
berry raised the question of State’s 
rights to which Senator Stewart re- 
plied that ‘‘ the mountains were here 
before any State lines were established 
and that question was greatly exagyer- 
ated and easily overcome’’ and prom- 
ised to look the matter up and report. 
He intimated that the mill men on the 
river were claiming more than they 
could hold. He said the river had 
run for agood while and if the water 
was manipulated at the head of the 
stream by any one that it would not 


hold. 
Mr. Hawkins was called and stated 
what he knew about artesian water. 
Selam E. Burbank of Lyon county, 
was called and stated that there were 


in his county some thirty thousand 
acres cultivated by irrigation and 


ceptable of. reclamation had been 
recl aimed. 

T. B, Rickey stated that he had re- 
claimed 15,00” acres by means of irri- 
gation from Walker river, and that the 
average cro were us follows: 
Of timothy, from 14% to 2 tons per 
acre, of red clover about 24% tons and 
that he calculated to get four tons of 
alfalfa per acre at two cuttings. Mr. 
Rickey stated that there were 150,000 
ucres below the Walker and its tribu- 
taries that could be reached by water 
from Walker river, that is now a des- 
ert. He thought there was no trouble 
to store the water at the head waters 
of the Walker that would be sufficient 
to reclaim all the land below and 
enough for a small State. He said 
that the land on the Walker had not 
been taken up to any great extent that 
would be. used for reseryuvirs. He 
stated that there was land enough to 
support 30,000 people onthe Walker 
river alone that might be reclaimed. 
He stated that outside of the Truckee 
it was the best river for storage pur- 
pose that he knew of. Major Powell 
stated that his report was that it would 
be expensive storing water on the | 
Carson river—more so than any other 
stream, that the Truckee was a cheap 
river ty handle and asked Mr. Rickey if 
his report was correct. Mr Rickey stated 
that it was very expensive to store 
water in the Carson. Maj. Powell said 
thel akeson the head of the Walker are 
too near the summit to catch much 
water. It would require two systems, 
one below the lakes. 

C. H., Sproule of Elko stated that 
his county was making a survey and 
preparing a statement which would be 
forwarded to the Committee at Wash- 
ington. Senator Stewart stated that 
40 acres well cultivated was better 
than 160 in Lilinois, and that it was 
the opinion of those he had talked 
with on his trip West that 40 acres 
well farmed was enough, and that the 
farmer who attempted to farm more 
failed oftener than he made a success. 

D. C. Wheeler said he could put up 
sheep, horses and cattle on alfalfa hay 
and that they would take on more fat 
than at the East on corn; that beef 
would take on a pound a day net fed 
on it. Mr. Wheeler stated that alfalfa 
did not exhaust the svil at all, but 
that if plowed up after years of use 
and sowed to grain it would yield a 
ac crop than if not used for alfalfa.

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GOVERNOR DAVIs’ DEATH. 


Dropped Dead While Bowing His 
Lawna. 


The Carson Tribune of the 22d inst. 
gives the following particulars of the 
sad death of Lieutenant - Governor 
Davis: It becomes the sad duty of 
the 7ribune to record the death of 
Lieutenant-Governor H. C. Davis, 
which took place at his residence this 
morning shortly after 10 o'clock. Mr. 
Davis was mowing grass on his lawn, | 
apparently as well as ever, when he. 
was seen to stagger against the fence | 
and fall on his face. Miss Hardy, a 
school teacher who resides with the 


family, seeing the Governor -pros-| 


trated on the grass, went to him and | 


in a jocular way inquired *‘if he was 
taking a sleep.’’ Receiving no reply | 
her horror can be imayined on close | 
examination at finding him beyond all | 
other earthly aid. Dr. Lee was quickly | 
summoned and deceased taken to the | 
house, where the corpse wow lies | 
awaiting the return of his beloved wife | 
and two orphaned children, now visit- 
ing relatives in the Kast. Dr. Lee said | 
death ensued from heart disease. 

Governor, or ‘‘ Hank,’’ Davis, as he |

There Are Not More Than Three Genersa- 
tlons Between Shirt-Sleeves and Shirt- 
Sleeves — A Common Fallacy 
About Great Possessions. 


Much apprehension is Yelt and often ex- 
pressed concerning the conceutration of 
enormous wealth in the hands of a few per- 
sons, the idea being that a sort of plutocrat- 
ic dynasty may be established which will 
tend to destroy republican institutions in 
time afd to subvert the liberties of the peo- 
ple. Theimpression is quite general, says 
the San Francisco Chronicie, that there is a 


source of great danger to the Nation in» 
these gigantic fortunes, and some reform- | 
ers have even gone so far as to propose that | 
hereditabie wealth shall be lim:ted by law, | 
the excess over a certain sum to go not to | 


the rich man’s legatees and devisees, but to 


the State. This idea, however, has nbt been | 


received with genera! favor, for it antagon- 


izes the theory of property, which seems too | 
deeply seated to be uprooted even by Henry | 


George and his follewers. 

The danger of adynasty of plutocrats is 
rather unaginary than real. Large fortunes 
become scaitered in much less time than 
might be imagined; or, to put itasit has 
been already expressed by an American 
writer, “there are not more than three gen- 
erations between shirt-sleeves and sbirt- 
sleeves.”” This rise and fall of a fortune 
could hardly be expressed more tersely and 
epigrammaticaily, and at the same time 
with more truth. The representative of the 
first generation takes off his coat and goes 
to work in his shirt-sleeves, and by un- 
ceasing industry accumulates a competence. 
To him succeeds his son, who inherits his 
father’s industry, and has, superadded to 
that industry, the gift of money-making, 
and he dies very rich. Then comes his son, 
in whom the old stock shows marked signs 
of deterioration, and his life is given rather 
to spending money than to earning it, so 
that when he dies the fortune which he in- 
herited has vanished into thin air, and his 
son has to pull off his coat and go to work 
in his shirt-sleeves, as did the founder of 
the family before him. 

“his is reducing the case to the slimmest 
possible terms, for it must be apparent that 
with afamily of sons and daughters the 
acquired fortune will be dissipated even 
morespeedily. Take afew figures by way 
of further illustration: Our imaginary rep 
resentative of the second generation dies 
worth, let us say, #2,000,000, but he leaves 
two sonsand two daughters. His fortune 
1s then divided into four equal parts, giving 
$500,000 to each child. Should each of these 
children have four children the share of 
each would be but $125,000, even if the 
original fortune were to remain unimpaired ; 
but outof sixteen children itis certain that 
at least one-half would be improvident, es- 
pecially if born toafortune. So it is safe 
to say that by the end of the second genera- 
tion the fortune of #2,000,000 would have 
dwindied to $1,000,000, and that a third gen- 
eration would see the money scattered far 
and wide.

estates descended from generation to gen- 
eration because 80 strictly entailed that suc- 
cessive holders have whatin reality is only 
a life interest in the land and only one child 
takes that. With us entail is practically 
unknown, and public sentiment, and in 
some States the law itself, insists upon a 
division among all the children, so that it is 
impracticable to transmit real property as 
it is transmitted under English law. This 
does away with any danger of a landed 
aristocracy, and insures the ultimate distri- 
bution of the land among the people. 

Again, there is a common fallacy about 
great fortunes which often leads to con- 
fusion. A man, Jay Gould, for example, is 
spoken of as being worth $50,000,000 or 
875,000,000 and we picture him to ourselves 
as sitting in front of his strong box and 
gloating on a mass of goldcoin which he bas 
withdrawn from circulation, and which he 
might throw into the ocean if he pieased. 
The fact is that his wealth is represented 
in the main by certain printed or written 
pieces of paper called stocks and bonds, hav- 
ing a certain negotiable value, but each one 
of these pieces of paper, while it represents 
a certain monthly or annual income for its 
bolder, also represents avenues of industry 
for hundreds and thousands of the Amer- 
ican people, to whom the greatest calamity 
that could befall them would be Jay Gould's 
failure and bankruptcy. ’ nari 


BLOWING BUBBLES. 


A Solution from Which the Best Results 
Can Be Obtained. 

Next to white Castile the mottled Castile 
gives the best results, says Thomas W. 
Chittenden in St. Nicholas. The soap being 
obtained, a friendly druggist mustcarefully 
weigh out sixty grains (for exactness in 
proportions is needful) for each ounce of 
water. That is, one drachm (according to 
the apothecary’s weight of the old arith- 
metics), and when the weighing is done and 
the obliging druggist thanked for kindness, 
the rest is plain sailing. A bottle with a 
sound cork is the next requirement. It 
must be large enough to hold three or four 
times the quantity of solution you wish to 
make. Do not prepare too much at one 
time; two ounces of soap solution will be a 
good quantity, and for this a six or eight- 
ounce bottle will be about the right thing. 
The bo.tle must be well cleaned and then 
well rinsed out with soft water—which, 
by the way, should be used for all the 
operations. All being ready, the soap 
is cut into fragments small enough to enter 
the bottle. Measure an ounce of water for 
each drachm of soap; this can be done with 
a. teaspoon—eight spoonfuls making an 
ounce. Having poured the water and put 
the soap into the bottle, we have now to 
await perfect solution, which will happen 
in the course of two or three hours, if the 
oottie be put in a moderately warm place.

microscope of evaporated fog has proved 
that such is not the case. Briefly stated, 
the cause of fog is as follows: It is essen- 
tial that there@p no wind. The sky must 
be saturated, or nearly so. The formation 
of fog is a purely mechanical process, unac- 
companied by heat.
